MINERAL WATER DUTY 
MYSTERY. 


WILL HOME MANUFACTURERS | 


PAY THE NEW TAX? 


When interviewed by an J/rish Times 
representative on Saturday, leading mineral 
water manyfacturers ‘declared that they were 
puzzled by the Minister’s new proposal. They, 
however, thought that the new duty of 8d. 
was intended as one on imports only. 

One thing, however, was certain. There 
would be no advance in ihe price of sweetened 
table waters, as a further increase would 
simply kill the trade. 

The doubled duty on sweetened minerals, 
such as lemonade, lemon soda, and dry 
ginger ale, was discussed with Mr. M. F. 
O'Brien, of the firm of Messrs. O’Brien and 
Co., mineral water manufacturers, who said 
that the impost, which is the only extra duty 
outside the protected industries, would mean 
that manufacturers will now have an increased 
cost of manufacture on 10 oz. bottles of three- 
pence per dozen, and on 20 oz. bottles of 
sixpence per dozen. 

‘*Sweetened mineral waters,’ he said, 
** being non-alcoholic, are those largely used 
by juveniles, and are also consumed in 
immense quantities at hotels and restaurants. 
It is hoped that the Minister of Finance will 
reconsider the mineral water duty on 
sweetened waters; as the Irish manufacturers 
are already paying duty on sugar and the 
essences they use, upon which they will not 
get a rebate under the proposed system. 

“ Kightpence a gallon on sweetened waters 
is exactly four times the amount chargeable 
in England and Northern Ireland, where it is 
expected that this duty will be entirely 
abolished this week. The trade is already 
suffering from the high cost of manufacture 
and the high cost at which these minerals are 
being sold to the public, and this new duty, 
if persisted in, will finally impede progress for 
firms whose trade is a local one—that. is, 
confined to Southern Ireland—especially as 
the article concerned is to-day recognised as 
a necessary food adjunct for both adults and 
children.” 

He felt, somewhat coneerned at the imgost 
of a duty on bottles which were defined as 
‘* black or green.”’ 

“Of course, it is quite obvious that the 
duty will not apply to mineral water bottles ; 
but if it were extended to include them, as 
will probably be demanded by the Pro- 
tectionists, it would still further raise the cost 
of mineral waters and other drinks: to the 
consumer, and have a ruinous effect upon 
the export trade. The protection of bottles 
which have to stand high pressure would be 
very injurious to all trades, as there is no 
home supply of them available.’ 


THE BOOT TAX.

PENSIONS MINISTER’S DEFENCE. 


Mr. F. O. Roberts, Minister of Pensions, 
defended his Department at.a Labour meeting 

Eastbourne last night from attacks made 
upon it in the Press, and particularly by Sir 
Frederick Milner. Cases submitted by Sir 
Frederick, he said, had had his own prompt 
personal attention, and there was no founda- 
tion whatever for his charges. He quoted 
letters from writers dealing with cases 
originating before his advent to office. They 
had been considered by previous Pensions 
Ministere. If he acted on first impulse, he 
might give the men one hundred per cent. im- 
provement. “ Bat,” he asked, “what right 
have I to turn down such decisions until I 
have satisfied myself that a mistake has been 
made, or an injustice has been done?!’’ He 
had gone into all these cases, and was taking 
action to put things right. He denied that hia 
Department had been dilatory, or that, as 
Sir Frederick Milner had said, “ everything 
in connection with pensions was in a state of 
chaos.”’ ‘If that were true,” he added, “I 
would .hand in my resignation to-morrow, if 
the Prime Minister had not already asked for 
at.’ 


MR. AMMON AND THE NAVY. 


Addressing a Labour demonstration in 
South London last night, Mr. C. G. Ammon, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the .- miralty, 
said that the Government were not going to 
increass their armaments, but they aid intend 
to maintain enough to preserve the lines of 
commerce, and to see that there wag no law- 
lessness on the high seas. Although they had 
accepted the five cruisers, they had dropped 
the Singapore base, which would have com- 
mitted them to a naval armaments race in 
the Pacific, with the certainty of a war there. 


SCOTTISH HOME RULE. 


Ajea Scottish Home Rule demonstration, 
hgfd in Glasgow last evening, a resolution 
falling for the establishment of a Scottish 
Parliament was adopted. Four of the Clyde 
Labour members and several prominent 
Liberals were on the platform, and sfioke in 
support of the resolution.

interest In the then new pastime of cycling 
was greater than his affection fot the law. 

He 
entered journalism; and that profession was 
the gainer by the change. While stil] a 
solicitor’s apprentice he was a by 
the late Mr. J. G. Hodgins, of Tralee, to act 
as Dublin Correspondent of a new paper he 
had started in 1685. 

Mr. Hodgins was a printer, and he quickly

more fitted than himself, by reason of his 
abilities and his enthusiasm for the sport, to 
act as Editor of the Jrish Cyclist and 
Athlete. Mecredy was appointed to the posi- 
tion at a salary of 13s. 4d. per week, the 
amount evidently bearing some relation to 
his connection with the Law. He at once 
stamped the paper with his gs and 
his enthusiasm, and, fired with the future of 
the pastime of cycling, he purchased tue

J. K. Starley had invented the nafety 
bicycle, and Mecredy foresaw that from being 
the pastime and the sport of the young an 
adventurous bicycling was destined to be- 
come a universally followed pursuit. He bade 
good-bye to the lawyer's desk and «adopted 
journalism as a career, The headquarters of 
the paper were moved to Dublin, and from 
being a mere provincia] paper the /rish 
Cyclist soon became a national organ of the 
sport, with a reputation for saneness a 
breadth of view that attracted attention on 
both sides of the Atlantic. 

With the development of the pastime the 
per progressed. [t was not without rivals, 
owever, not only in Ireland, but in the 
neighbouring island. At one time no less 
than seventeen cycling papers were published 
in the United Kingdom. To-day there are 
but two appealing to the public, and one of 
them is the 7rish Cyclist and Motor Cyclist. 
Its only rival is a mere youngster in point of 
years compared with it. It is but a bare 
tribute to Metredy’s ability as a journalist 
and to his enthusiasm as a cyclist to say that 
the sute foundations on which the paper was 
laid contributed to the permanency of its 
success, and enabled him some years ago to 
hand over its direction to others whom he 
had trained as journalists and fired with his 
enthusiasm. Although his name continued to 
appear as one of its conductors, he had ceased 
for. some time to take part in its production.

Although not one oí the pioneers oí cycling 
in Ireland—he was born too late to share with 
Louis Meldon the distinction of introducin 

the bicycle to Ireland in the late ‘sixties an 

early ’seventies—Mecredy was one of the first 
users of the machine in Ireland when it 
emerged from the boneshaker stage to a prac- 
tical vehicle of travel. He got his first 
machine when at Poftora, and raced on it 
shortly after leaving school. He won his first 
event at Monasterevan, and while at the 
University became an irish champion. He 
had won an English championship on the 
tricycle before Dunlop invented the pneumatic 
tyre in 1888, and had, in fact, retired from 
active participation in competitive cycling 
before that epoch-making invention was put 
on the market in commercial form. 

He was among the first to recognise the 
value of the air tyre, not only as a vibration 
annihilator, but as an aid to speed, and it 
induced him tw return to the race path, 
though without serious intention of again 
racing. He accompanied the celebrated 
“Trish Brigade,’* consisting of the brothers 
du Cros, F. F. MacCabe, P. Piggott, etc., to 
London for the National Cyclists’ Union 
sa, “a ag of 1890, and, finding himself 
travelling as fast as the best of them, he 
entered for the events. It was a daring and 
risky thing for one who had retired from the 
track several years previously, with an inter- 
national reputation, to take up the game 
again when he was approaching thirty years 
of age. His decision was justified by his 
winning al] four championships and finishing 
the season with an unbeaten record.

It was quite natural that one who had seen

On Saturday afternoon people were being 
turned away from the Theatre Royal, Dublin, 
unless they were content to take seats in the 
parterre. Yesterday afternoon, when the 
second of the Halle Orchestra concerts was 
given, there were vacancies, not 
many. What is the explanation of that 
difference? The bad weather may have ac- 
counted for the smaller attendance yesterday, 
but. one is fain to speculate on causes. 

Was it the news that Madame Agnes 
Nicholls had not arrived!—news which was 
communicated to Saturday’s audience when 


} they reached the theatre. Or was it a reason 


connected with the music set down for per- 
formance at the concerts? In cities where 
orchestral music can be heard in plenty, the 
Sanday pro me of Wagner and Tchai- 
kovski music would be deemed the popular 
programme, and would have drawn the larger

(‘* Parsifal’), Prelude to Act 3, Dance of 
Apprentices, and Procession of Mastersingers 
a Mastersingers ’’), followed by Tohaikovski's 
Symphony No. 4 in F, 

Certain of these works had been substituted 
for the Wagnerian scenes and the Mozart aria 
which were to have been sung by Madame 
Nicholls, Many among the audience were pleased 
with the changes; they preferred concerts 
wholly orchestral. As regards the constitu- 
tion of the programmes, every » no doubt, 
had some wish that was not gratified, and one 
is y inclined to say that some Elgar 
or Strauss should have been included. Most 
tain that occur to the mind, however, 
would have meant additional instruments. 
Given the restriction to the old standard 
symphonic or Wagnerian orchestra, the pro- 
grammes left little room for criticism. 


In the Wagner Fine yesterday there 
was magnificent orchestral playing. The 
performance of the ‘‘ Tannhauser’’ Overture 
and Venusberg music, and again of the Val- 
kyries’ ride, was brilliant in the extreme, and 
the “ Tristan’ music was more deeply 
moving than ever. It was to hear the 
‘* Mastersingers "’ music given with such ex- 
quisite polish and verve. Unfortunately, the 
softness of the Hans Sachs Prelude, and the 
re movements of the Tchaikovsk 
ymphony later on, were MA for part, at 
least, of the audience by the interruptions of 
ar. infant that somebody had the amazing 
foolishness to bring into the theatre. The 
Symphony as a whole, like the Wagner music 
before it, was an impressive piece of orches- 
tral display—mention must be made of the 
dexterous execution of the Tebaikovski 
pizzicato movement, taken very fast—but to 
those who had been present at Saturday's 
concert the conductor’s share in the work 
was not so striking yesterday. 4 
Saturday’s was, indeed, the musicians’ con- 
cert. It included Mr. Harty’s own pic- 
turesque symphonic piece, based on Miss Law- 
less's poems on the Irish who fought at 
Fontenoy; it included the Russian music— 
the only novelty in the programme for Dub- 
lin—which was most brilliantly conducted and 
executed, with the flautist the hero of the 
“ Bumble Bee’’ piece (repeated in acknow- 
ledgment of applause); and it included the 
Berlioz music (another orchestral triumph) 
with the impulsive Hungarian March to send 
us home thrilled to the last. i 
But the first part of Saturday's programme 
was worth all the rest that was played on 
both days, and was sufficient to leave the 
names of Mr, Hamilton Harty and the Halle 
Orcheatra honoured in the annals of Dublin 
musical performance. The '' Mastersingers”’ 
Overture and the Schubert Symphony in C 
were congenial to Mr. Harty’s romantic tem- 
perament, and he put his whole soul into 
them. With an experience of many note- 
worthy readings of the Overture, one was 
never so thrilled as by that on Saturday. The 
trombones were over-prominent in the first few 
bars—at least, to one seated exactly opposite 
to them—but after that, it was all pure gold. 
! Through Wis, mé. Sarees ene enene of the 
ong sym y—ib is the symphony remem- 
bered by Schumann's record of ‘te v heavenly 
length '—Mr, Harty gave his romantic bent 
full play. he scores were plans of fairyland 
to him, and he led the audience from one 
haunt of magic to another. Wherever there 
was @ hint in either score of a moment of 
romance Mr. Harty took it. Horn notes 
through a rustle of ‘soft string tone, trumpet 
tones gleaming suddenly over the thick bank 
of orchestral ensemble, the mass of the trom- 
bones suggesting a magnifying through the 
mist of romance, as distant hills are magnified 
to the view in shower-soaked air, ‘cello tone 
singing out with warm tenderness as the gene- 
tal bustle of the orchestra fades away; the 
tang of the oboe, the trill of the flute, the 
ungent clarinet tone—these elements Mr. 
rty brought under his wand to make up a 
magic procession of sound that made one seem 
to be lóóking in the Lady of Shalott’s mirror. 
Even tha big Finale of the Symphony, like 
the processional] ges of the overture, had 
more the sense of 4 tournament, so seen, than 
the Titanic emotional force one heard 
conductors try to give it. The admirable 
sharpness of the t yoy work was objec- 
tive enough, but Mr. arty had cast his spell 
too well for that to break it. Not all the suc- 
cession of orchestral: virtuosity that followed 
could overcome the special impression, givén 
in the “ Mastersingers’’ Overture and the 
Schubert Symphony, of Mr. Harty as a con- 
ductor remarkable for the romantic beauty of 
his interpretations, and of the orchestra as a 
body, which, under his control for these past 
few years, has become a wondprfully efficient 
instrument for them. H

DUBLIN DRAMA LEAGUE. 


PIRANDELLO’S “ HENRY IV.” 


The Dublin Drama League completes its 
season with a remarkable production of 4 
remarkable play, ' Henry IV.,” by Lingi 
Pirandello. The piece was performed to a 
full house Jast night in the Abbey Theatre, 
Dublin, and will be nue to-night. It 
is a play of madness, real ‘and feigned. Dur- 
ing the first two acts one felt, to quote from 
the book, that the madness “is catching.”’ 
With the third act came a little more 
illumination, but the last curtain again left 
at least one member of the audience in doubt. 
In how far was the masquerade on the part 
of the Emperor real?’ 

It would be unfair to to-night’s audience, 
even if it were possible to attempt it, to give 
the story of the play. It is a tragic story, 
but in no sense historical, although there is 
largely suggested the famous quarrel between 
Henry and Pope Gregory VII. and the inci- 
dent before the Castle of Canossa. Side by 
side, on the stage at the same time, are the 
personages of the ninth century and repre- 
sentatives of the twentieth century aristocracy 
of Italy. 

There are many long speeches, couched in 
language that sheds little light on the mean- 
ing of the speeches themselves or on the 
action and motives of the characters. They 
sounded quite good, but one would like to 
hear them again, with a knowledge of the 
dénouement, before venturing to say what 
they were all about. These remarks apply 
almost entirely to acts one and two. . The 
third and concluding act brings a thrill of 
realism that is understood even by those who 
have been lost in trying to follow the maze of 
words in the earlier portions of the play. 

“Henry IV.,” ac even commendably 
well, would be intolerable. Last night its 
success was instantaneous, for the acting, with 
one minor exception, was superb. Mr. RE is 
Robinson astonished everyone by his remark- 
able presentation of the Emperor. Not only 
did he make the interpretation of the play 

ssible, he made it great. Next to him, per- 

aps, came Miss Elizabeth Young, ás the 
Marchioness Matilda, a convincing piece of 
characterisation, marred now and again by a 
“ee: to exaggerate points. 

Mr. F. J. McCormick acts & very natural

ANNUAL MEETING OF 
LINEN GUILD. 
a Coenen 


The annual meeting of the Linen Guild at- 
tached to Dr, Steevens’s Hospital, Dublin 
was held last Saturday, Lady Arnott, D.B.E. 
President of the Gaild, in the chair. 5 

The report stated that the Guild's receipts 
from all sources during the year ended March 
Sist last amounted to £265. That this satis- 
factory total was realised was mainly due to 
the success of an American tea and dance en- 
tertainment held at the hospital in May last, 
which brought in: £100. After meeting all 
expenses, there was £38 to aredit at the end 
of the year. 

For the 150 beds in the institution the 
Guild was responsible for keeping a stock of 
6,000 articles constantly up to standard, in 
quality as well as in quantity. New members 
were needed, and would be gladly welcomed at 
the Guild’s Tuesday working parties. 

Lady Arnott, commenting on the report, 
8210 :— 

“I think we all realise that the turbulent 
yeats we have passed through have left a 
trail of misery and suffering behind them that 
1s stil visible and is still in our midst. This 
old-world hospital, with its up-to-date equip- 
ment, its eminent physicians, and skilful sur- 
geons, is making a splendid effort to be of real 
benefit to the community at large, but 
epecially to the very poorest classes. 

“ Here a continuous battle is being fought, 
day by day and night by night with disease 
and death, and the lessons learnt and the 
benefits gained in these grim struggles exert 
their influence in scores of Irish homes and 
houses. Every autumn an appeal is issued 
for our local hospitals, where we are told our 
great physicians and surgeons are trained in 
science and practice, and where the boon of 
recovery is brought to rich and poor alike. 

The Linen Guilds are one response to 
these appeals. You have just heard the 
annual report of the Dr. Steevens’s Hospital 


. Linen Guild, and the statement made that the 


stock of mattresses, pillows, blankets and 
linen in every day use amounts to close on 
8,000 articles. The goal of the linen Guild is an 
income to provide all the linen and blankets 
in the hospital. One item on the subscription 
list is £10 15s. from the sale of cakes. These 
cakes were made in the hospital kitchen, and 
reveal an enthusiastic spirit in that busy 
quarter, Then, the members of tho weekly 
working parties give a great deal of trouble 
and time to the mending of linen and 
clothing. 

_“* More workers are needed, more subscrip- 
tions are hoped íomh but the members feel that 
these will be forthcoming when the public 
realise the Guild is a real asset to the hospital 
in its crusade to bring comfort and healing 
to the sick and suffering, and to win them 
victory in life’s continuous battle with 
disease." (Hear, hear.) 


DIFFICULT TIMES. 


Su Arthar Chance, in moving the adoption 
of the report, and a resolution declaring the 
Linen Guild worthy of support, said that the 
times were hard for the rich, as well as for 
the poor. . They were hard for the rich be- 
cause of the present conditions and ° uncer- 
tainty as to the future, together with high 
taves and high prices. But the poor, even in 
what might be called good times, always lived 
on the verge of destitution, and a very little 
oe of employment sent them over the 

rink. 

He did not consider State aid a panacea for 
everything, and even if State aid were forth- 
coming they should remember that no State. 
En ser hospital in Ireland or elsewhere ap- 
proached in efficiency and economy a well- 
managed voluntary hospital. 

The question was how the necessary volun- 
tary aid was to be got, and he believed that 
the personal appeal offered the best way to 
get money for hospitals. No better stimulus 
for such an appeal] could be found than the 
reading of Dr, Kirkpatrick’s recently pub- 
lished history of Steevens’s Hospital. Any- 
one who read it would inevitably fall under 
the spell that bound together all who ever 
had any association with the hospital. 

Their institution was to-day as efficient as 
any other hospita] could claim to be. It was 
managed with extreme, but wise, economy. 

ey never practised the false economy of 
grudging a patient anything that might ‘help 
him towards speedy recovery. 

Continuing, Sir Arthur Chance declared 
that he had only one fault to find with 
Steevens's Hospital, and that was that it was 
too respectable. It had adopted none of the 
modern methods of raising money. He had 
not yet heard of its name being associated 
with a eR and he had seen no mem- 
ber of its staff arrayed in a white coat and 
black mask collecting for its benefit. He 
wondered if the time had not come when 
they should break with their old-fashioned 
traditions, but that was a matter for the 
meeting to decide. (Applause.) 


THE PAYING-PATIENT SYSTEM. 


The Dean of St. Patrick’s, who seconded, 

said that the old-fashioned methods of 
Steevens's had led to one very desirable 
result. Not very long ago the Governors 
were informed that the bank overdraft was 
£8,000 and that no more money could be 
overdrawn. It looked as though the hospital 
would have to be closed for a time. ow- 
ever, he (the Dean) persuaded the directors 
of the bank to let them have a little more, 
and then the new principle was established 
that patients should pay according to their 
means, the poor from the country to be paid 
for by the local authorities that sent them 
up. 
The result of the new method was that 
within eighteen months they had paid off the 
whole of the £8,000, and no cheque was now 
issued without funds in the bank to meet it. 
(Hear, hear.) The hospital was to-day on a 
sounder financial basis than ever before. At 
the same time, the hospital authorities could 
claim that they had never turned away a 
poor patient from their door. i 

They conid all easily understand what the 
Linen Guild had done to relieve the Board 
of the enormous cost of equipping the hospital 
ag and keeping the equipment in order. 

e appealed to all who could do so to join 
the Guild. . 

The renort was adopted, after which a letter 
was. read from General Murphy, Chief Com- 
missioner of the Dublin Metropolitan Police, 
regretting his inability to attend the meetin 
and signifying his appreciation of the excel- 
lent work the hospital was doing for the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police. 

Alderman Hubbard Clark, moving a vote of 
thanks to all who assisted at entertainments 
on behalf of the Guild, said that, no matter 
what might be the sins of the Corporation 
of Dublin, Ahat body supported liberally the 
hosnitals and institutions for the sick and 
suffering. The great record of Steevens's was 
the accumulated result of careful manage- 
ment. 

The Rev. E. M. Bateman seconded the re- 
solution, which was passed unanimously. _

In connection with the Government's pro 
posed hydro-electric scheme on the River 
Shannon, the Institution of Civil Engineers 
of Ireland have written to the Ministry of In- 
dustry and Commerce stating that, while wel- 
coming the Government's interest in the 
development of power from the natural re- 
sources of the Free State, they deemed it 
right to point out that the proposal seemed 
open to very grave objections, and contended 
that the proceedure proposed to be adopted 
was directly at variance with those principles 
of engineering practice which had hitherto 
governed the inception and execution of 
schemes of tais kind, whether promoted by 
individuals, Corporations, or (Governments. 
Departure from these principles, the Counc?! 
contended, must inevitably lead to results in 
the hichest degree inimical to the welfare of 
the State. 
The proposal, the letter continued, to en 
dow an individual firm with the joint functions 
of promoter, consulting engineer and contrac- 
tor, coupled with an apparent elimination of 
the element of open competition, was in itself 
sufficient to condemn it, no maiter how 
lavishly each of them might be fenced about

As, however, it 
was on the judgment of independent experts, 
and not the firm’s claims, that would deter- 
mine the ultimate action to be taken, the safe 
guard of independent professional opinion was 
amply secured. | 

The procedure contemplated by the Go- 
vernment differed in its effects from that re- 
commended by the Council of the Institution 
only, in so far as it would secure for con- 
sideration by the experts, concrete and de 
tailed proposals by a contracting firm of great 
experience and repute in place of a reierence 
from a Government Department, necssarily 
vague and tentative in character, and one 
which, in the light of previous investigations, 
there was no present reason, apart from 
Messrs. Seimens’s offer, to put forward, The 
arrangement adopted, provided a reliable 
and expeditious method of arriving at prac- 
tical conclusions on a question Of great 
economic importance, and when carefully 
examined did not seem to involve such 
dangers to the welfare of the 
State which the Council apprehended 
While the arrangements made contemplated 
Messrs. Siemens as the contractors tor the 
scheme, if it were approved, the scheme 
would either be promoted by the Govern- 
ment, as a State measure, or by a statutory 
body, which, though it might be organised by 
Messrs. Siemens, would, in fact, be a pubic 
undertaking, to be established and controlled 
bv the laws of the Free State. In either case 
the consultants, in effect, would be the in- 
dependent experts, and the scheme would not 
be adopted unless endorsed and approved by 
them and carried out subject to their advice 
on such terms as the Oireachtas might 
approve, i : 

A scheme for the provision of power trom 
one source for the whole of the Free State 
obviously connotes for the time being a 
virtual monopoly, but monopoly within a de 
fined area was, for economic reasons, an 
accepted principle of electrical supply under 
statutory powers, and there was no obvious 
reason why that principle should become in 
applicable because the contemplated area was 
the whole Free State.
